In issuing this Catalogue we wish to thoroughly explain the merits and demerits of Iron or Steel Fencing, 
that prospective purchasers may carefully compare one manufacturer’s work with another, and buy knowingly, 
A perfect fence should be like the Deacon’s “One^Hoss* Shay”—all its parts equal in strength and durability. 
A fence consists of Rails, Pickets, Line Posts, Large Posts, and Gates, and the difference in manufacture can 
only be in the kind and quality of material used, the judgment and skill used in applying the material, and in 
the details of construction. We have heard parties say: “An iron fence is an iron fence, and one is as good 
as another.” To such we would say: “Go elsewhere, we do not wish to sell to you .” We have spent twenty 
years in manufacturing this class of work, and always experimenting and trying to improve, and we now think 
that we have about reached perfection. But to describe our “Standard” Steel Residence Fences. The first 
consideration: — 

The Rails. Now, in what shape and of what material can we obtain the greatest strength, com¬ 
bined with proper weight, to answer our purpose? We think there can be but one answer, viz.: A channel 
or an angle rail made of steel. As the angle would not look well for the top and middle rails we have adopted 
the channel (l£x£ inches) for these, but use the angle (l£xl£ inches) for the bottom. 

The Picket. What should it be, and how heavy? It should be heavy enough to stand any ordi¬ 
nary strain and still not so heavy as to look clumsy. Were it not that strength is required, a light picket 
certainly combines elegance and neatness; therefore, as steel is much tougher and fully 25 per cent, 
stronger than iron, and but little more expensive, we have adopted it for a picket, and after years of experi¬ 
ence we have settled on a seven-sixteenth-inch round steel picket as the best for residences, private 
grounds, etc. 

Line Posts. We think all will agree that these should be sufficiently strong to carry the rails and 
pickets of the entire panel. As any strain on rails or pickets must come on the Line Posts, therefore we 
should see that there are no weak points in these posts, as the strength of a Fence can only be equal to the 
strength of the weakest point. We therefore use a solid steel bar (l£xf inches) running through to anchor 
plate (8£xl9 inches) thirty (80) inches below ground, to which it is securely riveted with a solid steel brace 
(l^xf inches) from anchor plate thirty inches below ground to bar or post above the surface; also a cross 
brace just below the surface of the ground. 

Gate Posts. These should combine strength with true proportion for the purpose intended, and 
be thoroughly braced to stand the additional strain of gate. The essential parts we make of steel, and in 
addition to heavy ground anchorage we use a heavy steel brace with anchor plate. 

Gates* These being so frequently used and a prominent feature, they should be neat, ornamental, 
and above all, carefully and substantially made. Our Gates are made entirely of steel. In addition to 
tenoning and riveting the rails into side bars, we use knees in all comers to give greater strength and 
prevent any possibility of sagging All our scroll work is double riveted; hinges allow gate to swing both 
ways and dose automatically, and by an ingenious device prevent the gate from being removed from its 
bearings; the catch is positive, simple and durable. 
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Attachment of Pickets to, and the Support of Rails. The parts of pickets 
likely to be subjected to the greatest strain are where they pass through the rails. To strengthen them, 
here, securely hold them in position, and to support the rails between line posts and prevent their sagging, 
we upset a solid ball or bulb on all pickets; these bulbs coming beneath the arch on top rail, alternately 
above and below the middle rail, and resting on the bottom rail, they not only hold the pickets in position, 
strengthen them, prevent sagging, and bind the work together, but also enable us to allow the pickets to 
project through the bottom rail. 

The arch under top rail is not only an ornament, but is a truss or support for the rail. 

Attachment to Line Posts. The method of attaching the panel of Fence to Line Post we 
consider of very great importance, as, should it be defective or weak, the strength of the post or panel would 
be wasted. 

To our steel bar or post we securely rivet the best of malleable lugs, having oblong holes to provide for 
expansion and contraction. The rails of fence rest on top of these lugs, to which they are securely attached 
by a heavy bolt passing through rail and oblong hole in lug, with nut beneath. 

By means of our patented upset on pickets, the weight of fence or any unusual strain is distributed in 
proportion to the parts best able to bear it, particularly on Line Post and bottom rail, which, being a heavy 
steel angle, is very strong. 

Under the center of every panel we place a center support with anchor plate in ground, which makes 
a solid bearing for the entire Fence about every three feet. 

Our Fence as above described is the result of twenty years’ experience in building this class of work, 
<Jur aim having been to make only the best work, and such has been our success and the popularity of our 
work, that in order to meet the demand upon us we have been compelled from time to time to increase our 
capacity, until now we are able to make twelve hundred feet of our Standard Fence daily. 


REMARKS ON FAULTY CONSTRUCTION. 

In seeking after perfection in appearance, strength and durability in the manufacture of Fence, we 
have carefully examined and compared various methods of construction and kind of material used, and 
have arrived at the following conclusions as to what is faulty and should be avoided, or at least considered 
carefully before being adopted: 

Using cast-iron in combination with wrought-iron; cast-iron is easily broken, and when broken the 
strength and durability of the wrought-iron is almost useless. 

Placing the weight of material where it is not needed. The parts requiring strength are the bottom 
rail and the Line Posts; other rails and pickets may be• comparatively light, as there is in proportion little 
strain upon them. 

Placing the pickets so far apart that small animals can pass through. 

The bolting of Line Posts to anchors at surface of ground, as rust works most rapidly there, and a small 
bolt is soon rusted off and the fence has no support. 

The riveting of pickets into bottom rail, as it necessitates placing the rail down on the ground or allowing 
a space for small animals to work undei. 

Weakening the pickets, in order to secure them to and support the rails, by notching or cutting away 
from their surface or drilling holes through them; it requires but little cutting or drilling to reduce the 
strength of pickets fully one-half. (Note we upset and nearly double the strength of pickets by our method 
of attaching and supporting rails.) 

The use of adjustable Line Posts, the adjustment being made by using slotted holes in attaching the 
line post and braces to the anchor with small bolts, which hold the work in line by friction only, this friction 
being easily destroyed by expansion and contraction. We have never found use for adjustable posts; work 
properly set will remain so. The adjustable posts have the advantage of furnishing occupation for leisure 
hours, in continually adjusting them in order to keep the Fence in line. 

The use of scrolls or ornaments that are easily broken. A Fence without them looks better than with 
them, when broken or defaced. 
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The use of attachments for gate that admit of its being removed from its bearings. 

The use of all complicated attachments, toggle and slip-joints, bolts, etc., where possible; heavy riveted 
work being more substantial and durable. 

In conclusion, avoid being deceived by illustrations in various catalogues, representing work much 
heavier and more ornamental than it actually is, but investigate carefully the details of construction, size 
and character of material used. 

We think purchasers, by carefully considering the foregoing, may be able to buy knowingly, and the 
more thoroughly they have investigated and studied the Fence question the more confident are we that our 
work will be appreciated. 

Do Not Obdeb a High Fence ; a low fence, say 84 inches or 40 inches high when set, looks neater, 
costs less and affords complete protection for residence grounds.

They do not need watering oftener than once in ten or fifteen 
days, according to the size of the vase. The moisture being drawn upward by capil¬ 
lary attraction, as in nature, the ground does not become caked and hard, as in 
ordinary vases, but remains open and porous through the entire season. There is no 
excess of moisture, and plants thrive in them to perfection. 



EXPLANATION. 


A —The earth receiver. C —The reservoir for water, which is filled through apertures, as 
shown in the cut. B —Tube connecting the earth receiver with the reservoir. This tube is packed 
with moss or sponge, through which the moisture is drawn up into the earth by capillary attraction.
